For  some  time  we  have  been  studying 
the  history  of  Israel— the  ten  tribes.  Our 
present  lesson  tells  of  the  captivity  of  Israel 
and  reasons  why  they  were  captured. 

Hoshea  was  the  19th  and  last  king  of  Is- 
rael. He  slew  Pekah,  his  predecesssor.  and 
with  the  consent  of  the  king  of  Assyria  be- 
came king  but  his  kingdom  was  tributary 
to  Assyria.  Hoshea  was  better  than  the 
kings  preceding  him  in  Israel.  He  desired 
to  free  his  country  from  the  foreign  yoke, 

.and  to  do  so  made  an  alliance  with  the 
king  of  Egypt  to  fight  against  the  Asvrian 
king  Shalmaneser.  No  tribute  being  sent 
to  Shalmaneser  he  siezed  Hoshea  and  shut 
him  up  in  prison  and  set  about  the  over- 
throw of  Israel.  He  went  against  Sama- 
ria and  besieged  the  city  three  years  before 
it  was  taken.  Samaria  was  taken  in  the 
ninth  year  of  Hoshea,  which  was  the  sixth 
year  of  Hezckiah  king  of  Judah.

Good  exclaims,  “The  weapons  of  our 
warfare  are  not  carnal,  but  mighty  through 
God  to  the  pulling  down  of  strong  holds.” 
Evil  parades  “the  pleasures  of  sin  for  a 
season.”  Hence  all  its  promises  are  delu- 
Bive.  \ . 

To  get  a clear  but  bijj^f  view  of  the  deep 
springs  of  action  and  forming  of  character, 
let  us  look  at  the  laws  of  mind  and  heart.

This  large  body  of  Christians  met  in  an- 
nual session  in  the  beautiful  city  of  Colum- 
bus, Nov.  22nd,  1904  Very  many  things 
said  and  done  are  worthy  of  special  atten- 
tion, of  all  the  good  things  it  is  not  possi- 
ble to  write,  yet  in  calling  attention  to  a 
few  those  who  were  not  present  may  be 
encouraged. 

The  attendance  was  large  and  represen- 
tative, between  six  and  seven  hundred 
messengers  being  present  besides  several 
hundred  visitors,  and  elect  women  not  a 
few.  In  fact  there  were  so  many  to  be  en- 
tertained that  two  large  town  churches, 
which  were  anxious  to  entertain  the  con- 
vention at  its  next  session  became  sud- 
denly dumb  when  the  entertainment  com- 
mittee, through  Pastor  Smith  announced 
that  the  homes  were  filling  up  and  run- 
ning over.  It  seemed  to  me  that  the 
fright  was  needless,  for  the  hospitality  of 
Columbus  was  equal  to  the  emergency, 
and  some  of  the  good  citizens  were  com- 
plaining that  their  messengers  had  not 
come.  Your  correspondent  was  splendidly 
entertained  in  the  beautiful  home  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Felder  Pou.  All  seemed  to  think 
they  had  the  best  homes.  The  Convention 
goes  next  year  to  Macon,  the  home  of 
Mercer  University,  which,  like  Columbus, 
is  beautiful  for  situation  and  broad,  shaded 
streets. 

The  Convention  sermon,  w-hich  was  ex- 
cellent,  was  preached  by  Pastor  Alexander 
W.  Bealer,  of  Thomasville.  He  was  li- 
censed to  preach  by  the  Jackson  Hill 
Church  of  Atlanta,  which  I have  the  honor 
of  serving,  and  this  church  has  a laudable 
pride  in  the  marked  success  of  Bro.

Discipline  is  irksome,  and  every  one  is 
often  tempted  to  neglect  it  or  try  to  es- 
cape from  its  exactions,  but  it  is  never 
sale  to  do  so.  Perhaps  it  may  be  a long 
time  before  it  is  needed,  but  when  the 
emergency  comes  the  discipline  is  the  thing 
absolutely  necessary  to  meet  the  crisis. 
)Excursion  steamers  in  New  York  harbor 
had  been  making  their  trips  for  years 
without  serious  disaster  and  discipline 
had  come  to  be  wholly  neglected  among 
the  crews,  and  when'  the  fire  came  at  a 
critical  time,  hundreds  perished  because 
the  crew  of  the  General  Slocum  had  not 
been  trained  to  know  what  to  do  and  to 
do  it  promptly.  Last  week  a school 
house  in  New  York  City  which  contained 
twenty-five  hnndred  children  caught  fire, 
and  the  terrible  holocaust  of  the  General 
Slocum  might  easily  have  been  duplicated 
if  discipline  had  been  lacking.  But  the 
children  had  been  diligently  trained  in  the 
fire  drill  and  when  the  alarm  was  sound- 
ed, the  little  tots  took  their  places  in  line 
and  marched  out  through  the  smoke  like 
soldiers,  and  not  one  was  harmed.  Those 
who  refuse  to  be  subject  to  the  discipline 
of  life  are  heedlessly  inviting  future  dis-

It  is  true  that  some 
of  our  Chinese  missionaries  laugh  at  the 
suggdstion  that  Japanese  Christians  will 
be  a potent  factor  in  the  evangelization  of 
China.  But  if  the  Japanese  are  becoming 
the  teachers  of  (he  Chinese  in  commerce, 
education,  diplomacy  and  war,  it  does  not 
seem  to  me  a violent  supposition  to  think 
that  the  Japanese  will  be  the  teachers  of 
the  Chinese  in  religion  as  well." 

Home  Mission  Notes. 

(H.  It.  Giose) 

Rev.  C.  C.  Carroll,  yvho  was  appointed 
by  the  Southern  Home  Mission  Board  to 
Havana  a few  months  ago  for  work 
among  the  English-speaking  people,  has 
been  obliged  to  leave  on  account  of  his 
health  and  will  probably  not  return. 

The  immigration  of  Spanish  laborers  is 
a striking  feature  in  Cuban  affairs.  From 
October  1 to  6,  3,127  passengers  arrived 
in  Havana,  of  whom  2,f>91  were  from 
Spain. 

From  October  7 to  10  the  Cubans  cele- 
brated the  beginning  of  the  ten  years’ 
war,  which  was  the  first  determined  re- 
sistance against  the  yoke  of  Spain.  Fire 
crackers,  bombs  and  cannon  were  accom- 
paniments of  the  celebration. 

An  organized  movement  is  being  made 
to  jpduce  large  numbers  of  Italians  from 
Northern  Italy  to  come  to  Cuba  for  the 
agricultural  development  of  the  country. 
It  is  declared  that  this  plan  has  the  active 
support  of  the  Roman  Catholic  church, 
which  hopes  thereby  to  make  up  for  some 
of  the  losses  it  has  sustained  through  the 
labor  of  American  missionaries. 

The  Spaniards  generally  throughout  the 
island  are  organizing  to  render  financial 
support  to  the  Republican  movement  in 
Spain,  thus  the  emancipation  of  Porto 
Rico  from  clericalism  and  monarchy  is 
helping  on  the  cause  of  liberty  in  Europe. 

When  the  Baptist  Association  met  at 
Cayay,  the  priest  there  announced  public- 
ly that  he  would  expel  from  the  church  any 
who  attended  the  meetings-.  But  at  each 
of  the  sessions  the  attendance  was  about 
two  hundred,  taxing  the  capacity  of  the 
place  to  the  utmost. 

Dr.  Moseley  has  made  plans  for  a series 
of  evangelistic  services,  assisted  by  some 
of  the  other  missionaries,  from  October 
13  to  November  12,  devoting  from  two 
days  to  a week  at  these  seven  points,  viz: 
Manzanillo,  Campechuela,  Niquero,  La 
Caridad,  Jibacoa,  Yava,  Calisto.  This  is 
vigorous  work  for  the  evangelization  of 
Cuba. 
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Rev.  A D.  Wilson  of  Camaguey  writes 
that’  lrcquently  they  have  an  attendance 
of  about  one  hundred  at  the  weekly  prayer 
meetings  on  Wednesday  evenings.  This 
speaks  well  for  the  spiritual  interests  of 
the  church. 

A priest  of  the  Roman  Catholic  church 
in  Camaguey  in  an  exhortation  to  the  peo- 
ple to  engage  in  special  services  in  honor 
of  the  Virgin  Mary,  attributes  to  her 
these  words:  “He  who  honors  me  shall 
have  life  eternal.”  Yet,  sonle  good  people 
even  call  this  Christianity. 

The  Havana  Post  of  October  7th  has 
the  following,  which  is  true  so  far  as  the 
Chapels  to  be  built  are  concerned  though 
the  lumber  will  be  purchased  in  the  United 
States:  Rev.  H.  R.  Moseley,  D.  D.,  super- 
intendent of  the  Baptist  missions  in  East- 
ern Cuba  is  in  the  city  to  secure  lumber  for 
five  new  Baptist  churches,  which  are  to  be 
built  at  the  following  places:  Bayamo, 
Baire,  Jiguani,  Tunas,  Niquero  and  jiba- 
coa.  Dr.  Moseley  reports  the  Baptist 
work  in  Santiago  and  Puerto  Principe 
provinces  as  flourishing. 

Meetings  of  Missionaries. 

A notable  gathering  has  just  taken  place 
in  Shanghai,  China.  There  has  been  a 
small  meeting  of  Baptists,  from  which  we 
hope  great  things.  Never  before  in  the 
history  of  China  mission  wotk  have  repre- 
sentatives from  six  Baptist  missions  met 
together  for  consultation  about  our  work. 

Here  in  China  we  have  organized  associ- 
ations, but  nothing  as  yet  to  correspond 
to  either  the  State  or  Southern  Baptist 
Convention.  There  does  not  seem  to  be 
any  special  demand  for  the’  intermediate 
State  Convention  kind  of  meeting,  but 
there  is  a pressing  need,  for  a general  con- 
ference of  our  Baptists,  this  being  at  pres- 
ent tor  the  missionaries  of  our  Baptist  for- 
ces in  China 

At  this  meeting  which  has  just  taken 
place  in  Shanghai  five  subjects  of  vital  in- 
terest to  our  China  work  were  introduced. 

1.  THE  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  HELPS. 

There  is  a growing  feeling  that  a course 
of  Sunday  school  helps,  especially  adapted 
to  the  present  condition  of  work  in  China 
would  be  far  more  practical  and  beneficial 
than  anything  we  can  now  get  hold  of. 
There  is  a committee  hard  at  work  <>n  this 
subject,  and  the  prospects  are  bright  for 
soon  formulating  something  on  which  we 
shall  hereafter  decide  as  to  its  merits  and 
demerits. 

2.  THE  BAPEIST  NEW  TESTAMENT. 

The  term  used  for  baptism  in  China  gen- 
erally is  “ wash.”  This  does  not  suit  Bap- 
tists. We  have  gotten  out  editions  with 

our  terms  in  one  dialect  and  another,  but 
just  now  we  want  a Mandarin  edition. 

A committee  of  three — one  from  the  Gos- 
pel Mission,  one  from  our  Northern  Bap- 
tists, and  one  from  the  Southern  Baptists 
— is  consulting  Bible  Society  agents,  and 
at  the  same  time  getting  up  subicriptions. 
The  feeling  is  we  must  have  this  for  the 
truth’s  sake.

tates.  the  rentals  from  which,  in  a year  or 
two,  will*  largely  support  the  etritdten, 
supplemented  by  the  profits  of  their  work 
on  the  farm.  Thus  the  Home  will  save 
the  children  lrom  lives  of  indolence,  igno- 
rance, and,  perhaps,  crime,  and  from  pre- 
mature death,  and  also  it  will  save  their 
property  for  them  from  the  grafters  and 
land -sharks  who  are  robbing  the  full- 
blood  Indians  of  every  thing  they  have 
and  rapidly  reducing  them  to  beggary. 

Its  great  need  now  is  money  for  erecting 
buildings  on  the  farm.  If  friends  ol  hu- 
manity and  the  Indians  will  now  help  this 
Home  to  get  on  its  feet,  help  it  to  help  it- 
self, it  will,  in  a few  years,  be  self  sustain- 
ing. 

Brother,  sister,  you,  perhaps,  never  be- 
fore had  an  opportunity  of  contributing 
toa  Home  for  poor,  needy,  Indian  orphan 
children.  You  now  have  the  opportunity. 
This  Home  will  continue  for  many  years 
to  bless  and  save  the  poor  and  worthy  of 
a passing  race.  Please  send  contributions,

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Ruling  Elders.

It  is  desired  that  an  explanation  be  given 
of  I Timothy  5: 17, 'which  reads : “Let  the 
elders  that  role  well- be  connted  worthy  of 
double  honor,  especially  they  who  labor  in 
Word  and  doctrine.”  ’ 

Under  the  circumstances  of  the  primi-’ 
tire  churches  it  was  desirable  and  some- 
times necessary  that  the  congregations 
should  have  more  than  one  elder.  The 
. churches  being  for  the  most  part  in  the 
* cities  were,  generally  large.  They  were 
subject  to  legalized  persecution.  It  was 
usually  inexpedient,  and  sometimes  impos- 
sible, to  assemble  in  one  place.  Often  sec- 
tions ot  the  same  church  meet  in  private 
houses,  vaults,  caves,  or  in  other  places  ot 
security.  More  than  one  elder  was  neces- 
sary for  the  instruction  of  these  different 
gatherings.  Besides,  persecution  would 
fall  heavily  npon  leaders,  and  that  the 
churche*  might  not  be  without  leadership 
at  any  time,  they  usually  had  more  than 
one  elder. 

This  Scripture  clearly  makes  distinction 
among  elders.  Is  it  an  official,  or  only  a 
personal  distinction  ? Does  it  mark  a dif- 
ference of  office,  or  only  difference  of  per- 
sons belonging  to  the  same  class  or  office  ? 
Does  it  warrant  two  classes  of  elders, 
to  the  one  of  which  belongs  the  duty  of 
preaching  and  ruling,  and  to  the  other 
only  the  duty  of  ruling  ? Or  does  the  pas- 
sage make  merely  a personal  distinction  of 
the  same  class  with  regard  to  different 
duties  which  all  might  perform?  There  are 
good  reasons  for  holding  tjiis  last  view. 

The  words  rendered  “doable  honor” 
mean  in  this  passage,  in  the  view  of  com- 
petent scholars,  not  merely  high  respect, 
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bat  ample  temporal  maintenance.  The 
words  of  the  context — “the  laborer  is 
worthy  of  his  reward” — make  this  inter-  " 
pretation  necessary.  It  this  passage  es- 
tablishes the  office  of  ruling  elder  it  also 
enjoins  that  this  officer  shall  have  ample 
pecuniary  support.  Nowhere  else  do  the 
Scriptures  teach  by  precept  or  example 
that  any  other  officers  except  preaching 
elders  shall  receive  temporal  maintenance. 

If  this  passage  so  teaches  it  is  the  only 
one  that  does.  The  strong  presumption 
is  that  it  docs  not  make  an  official  distinc- 
tion, enjoining,  contry  to  all  other  Scrip- 
ture, that  those  elders  who  do  not  preach 
shall  receive  from  the  churches  pecuniary 
support. 

In  the  New  Testament,  elder  is  synony- 
mous with  bishop,  that  is,  pastor,  -or 
preaching  elder.  Ifitisnot  so  used  here 
this  is  undeniably  the  only  place  where  it 
has  a different  meaning.  According  to  the 
established  laws  of  interpretation,  he  who 
affirms  that  a term  has  a different  mean- 
ing in  a s ngle  passage  of  Scripture  from 
that  which  it  clearly  has  every  where  else 
must  prove,  not  only  that  it  may  not,  but 
also  that  it  cannot,  have  that  mean- 
ing in  the  passage  under  consideration. 

In  giving  the  qualifications  of  the  offi- 
cers of  the  churches,  Paul  plainly  points 
out  those  of  bishop,  or  preaching  cider, 
and  deacon;  but  he  say9  nothing  about 
those  of  ruling  elders.  He  omitted  these 
either  because  there  were  no  such  officers, 
or  because  the  qualifications  for  preaching 
elders  were  suited  t«  those  who  should  rule 
only.  But  “aptness  to  teach”  is  the  most 
important  qualification  of  bishop,  which 
could  not  be  applicable  at  all  to  an  elder 
who  was  to  rule  and  not  to  teach.  The 
conclusion  seems  to  be  inevitable  that 
preacing  and  ruling  elder  were  different 
names  for  the  same  office,  and  that  there 
was  no  official  distinction. 

The  churches  immediately  after  the  apos- 
tolic age  do  not  appear  to  have  had  snch 
an  office.  If  the  apostles  instituted  such 
an  office  we  cannot  account  for  this  omis- 
sion. These  churches  filled  all  the  other 
offices  but  never  had  ruling  elders.  This 
office  seem9  to  have  been  a post-apostolic 
invention. 

This  Scripture  is  fairly  susceptible  of  an- 
other meaning  than  that  usually  given  it 
by  those  who  claim  Scriptural  authority 
tor  ruling  editors.  I will  give  that  mean- 
ing in  the  9nbsta,nce  of  the  teaching  of 
the  late  William  Williams  of  our  Seminary. 
“Among  a plurality  of  elders  it  may  rea- 
sonably be  supposed  there  would  be  some 
diversity  of  talent.  Whilst  all  might  pos- 
sess the  ability  to  rule  well  aud  to  preach, 
yet  some  having  a soecial  talent  for  gov- 
ernment and  discipline  might  give  them- 
selves more  particularly  to  that,  though 
not  to  the  exclusion  of  preaching;  and 
others  having  a special  talent  and  zeal  U r 
preaching  might  give  themselves  more  par- 
ticularly to  that,  though  not  to  the  exclu- 
sion of  ruling  well.  Now,  the  apostle  en- 
joins that  the  elders  that  rule  well  must  be 
counted  worthy  of  ample  maintenance, 
especially  those  who  are  laboriously  de- 
voting themselves  to  preaching.  All  of 
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them  are  worthy  of  high  esteem  and  am- 
ple support,  but  particularly  those  of  them 
who  are  giving  their  time  and  energies 
especially  to  the  more  important  and  more 
laborious  work  of  preaching.”  The  em- 
phasis rests  on  the  Word  “especially,”  and 
not  on  “labor.”  Thus:  “Let  the  elders 
that  rule  well  be  counted  worthy  of  doable 
honor,  especially  they  who  labor  in  Word 
and  doctrine,”  and  not,  “especially  those 
who  labor  in  the  Word  and  doctrine.” 

The  conclusion  is  that  the  apostle  does 
not  make  an  ofljci&l  distinction  but  only 
a personal  distinction  of  the  same  class. 
He  refers  to  the  discharge  of  different  du- 
ties of  the  same  office,  and  not  to  that  of 
different  offices.

In  his  report  ro  the  Texas  Convention,

membership  in  one  year,  1,363  converts, 
and  gave  $6,000  to  the  ministerial  stu- 
dents’ endowment  fnnd.

Rev.  B.  L.  Mitchell,  Cuba,  Ala-,  will  suc- 
ceed Hewlett  in  the  pastorate  at  Cleve- 
land. He  will  give  one-half  his  time  to 
this  church,  one-fourth  to  Merigold,  and 
the  other  fourth  to  some  mission  station. 
Other  churches  in  ,fche  state  are  seeking  the 
services  of  Pastor  Hewlett,  but  it  is  not 
known  yet  where  he  will  go. 

Rev.  J.  E.  Thigpen  believes  in  the  perse- 
verance as  well  as  in  the  preservation  ot 
the  saints.  He  served  Spring  Ilill  Church 
as  pastor  23  successive  years.  But  the 
pleasant  relation  has  been  broken.

1st.  I believe  The  Baptist  is  mistaken 
in  its  figures.  I am  pretty  sure  that  our 
pastor,  Bro.  McMillin  is  preaching  to 
more  young  people  than  any  other  pastor 
in  the  State.  Blue  Mountain  College  has 
. registered  over  four  hundred  pupils  this 
se-sion  at  d Mississippi  Heights  Academy 
over  sixty.  We  have  from  four  hundred 
and  twenty-five  to  four  hundred  and  fifty  in 
our  Sunday-school,  so  I rather  think  that 
Bro.  L'psey  and  Bro.  Miller  both  will  have 
to  yield  to  Bro.  McMillin  on  theqnestionoi 
a congregation  of  inspiring  young  people. 

2nd.  Blue  Mountain  Church1  celebrated 
Thanksgiving  Day  by  calling  our  pa9tor  * 
for  full  time  for  next  year  with  increase  of 
salary;  by  completing  the  arrangements 
for  starting  our  new  church;  and  by  a fair 
contribution  to  the  Orphanage.  We  have 
now  about  six  thousand  dollars  sub- 
scribed on  that  new  church.  Our  plan  is 
to  build  the  church  without  any  appeal  to 
the  State  Board  or  to  the  outside  world, 
for  help  This  is  the  way  thechurch  voted 
on  the  matter,  and  yet  as  an  individual 
member  of  the  church  I am  going  to  take 
the  risk  of  saying  something.  There  are, 
scattered  over  Mississippi,  hundreds  of 
young  women  whose  religious  life  began 
at  Blue  Mountain.  They  look  back  fo 
old  Blue  Mountain  Baptist  Church  as 
/their  spiritual  birth  place  Then  there  are 
. hundreds  more  whose  religious  life  received 
a new  impetus  and  a new  strength  during 
their  college  days  here.  Most  of  these 
young  women  have  never  pone  anything 
financially  for  the  work  at  Blue  Mountain 
except  to  throw  their  mites  into  the  con- 
tribution basket  when  attending  church 
here.  I have  an  idea  that  a good  many  of 
these  young  women  would  esteem  it  a real 
privilege  to  help  a little  in  the  building  of 
a nice  brick  church  at  Blue  Mountain.  To 
such,  I would  say  this : I am  chairman  of 
the  building  committee  and  if  they  wish  to  „ 
send  me  a little  money  for  said  purpose  I 
will  see  that  it  is  not  thrown  into  the  1 
creek  nor  jient  back  to  the  donor.  We  are 
not  goingio  turn  out  and  ask*  the  people 
at  large  to  help  us  build  our  church,  but  it 
is  a big  undertaking  for  the  two  hundred 
and  fifty  focal  members  here  to  put  up  a 
building  sufficient  to  accommodate  our  \ 
own  people,  and  something  like  five  hun- 
dred people  besides  who  come  here  an- 
nually to  be  educated,  Speaking  for  my- 
self  personally,  I want  to  say  to  “my 
girls,”  I think  it  would  be  right  for  you  to 
help  a little  if  you  really-  want  to  and  feel 
that  it  would  be  a pleasure,  to  help  the 
people  at  the  place  where  you  received  help 
in  your  own  religious  life.  . „ 

3rd.  Our  protracted  meeting  is  in  pro- 
gress this  week.  Dr.  W.  T-.  Lowrey  is  do- 
ing the  preaching  and  up  to  this  time, 
Saturday  morning,  we  have  had  about 
thirty  professions  of  faith.  Others  ar^  in- 
terested and  we  trust  we  shall  have  many 
more  conversions.
